The rule appears 
to have been necessary, since Justin 
Martyr in his treatise “I'rypho”’ af- 
firms that polygamy prevailed among 
the clergy, and Josephus in his “An- 
tiquities” asserts that “it is the 
ancient practice among us to have 
many wives at the same time.” 

From its inception, Christianity has 
insisted on monogamy, and the evi- 
dence shows that this was the conidi- 
tion of valid marriage among the Jews 
of the first century and onwards. Men 
ceased to be polygamous when by 
God’s grace they crucified lust for 
the sake of holy love, domestic <se- 
curity and inward peace.

I harbor no ill 
will toward anyone who opposed me 
and I shall endeavor in every way pos-

Ideal Weather Preyails. 


Reports from all over the _ state 
showed that ideal weather conditions 
prevailed but in spite of this the ex- 
pected deluge of votes did not mate- 
rialize, according to the early accounts 
In Atlanta the balloting was light in 
the early hours but late in the after- 
noon increases were noticed. 

The race between State Senator E. 
D. Rivers and Governor L. G. Hard- 
man attracted the most attention and 
early reports were eagerly scanned by 
people interested in this campaign. 

Headquarters of the Hardman and 
Rivers forces expressed confidence in 
the outcome as the early reports 
trickled in. These reports were in 
favor of the Hardman forces but the 
Rivers people asserted that their ean- 
didate would come in under the wire 
& winner as soon as the complete 
vote was tabulated. 

Women showed marked interest in 
the campaign. In Atlanta nearly all 
the workers at the polls were women 
and all were active in behalf of the 
respective candidates they were sup- 
porting in the fight. 

Polls Open Late. 

In Atlanta the polling places were 
kept open from 7 o'clock in the morn- 
ing until 7 at night. For the first 
time in many years the rural precincts 
kept their boxes open until 7 o'clock 
Heretofore it has been the custom to 
close these boxes at 3 o'clock in the 
afternoon on election day. In ear- 
ly all the other counties the closing 
of the polls was fixed at 6 o'clock. 
_The campaign for state house of- 
fices has been in progress for about 
two months, but did not reach the 
heated stage until the last two weeks 
of the campaign. Senator Rivers 
candidate for governor, conducted an 
aggressive speaking campaign, appear- 
ing In more than 120 towns and cities 
Governor Hardman waged his cam- 
paign largely through wgewspaper 
Statements and advertisements. 

Next to the race for governor, the 
race for commissioner of agriculture, 
between G. C. Adams and Eugene 
Talmadge, attracted the most atten- 
tion. Considerable interest also was 
shown in the race for secretary of 
state between Judge J. J. Flynt, of 
Griffin, and George H. Carswell, now 
serving the unexpired term of the 
late secretary of state, S. G. Me 
Lendon. 


Little Interest In Others. 


Other races were “unknown quan- 
tities” as far as the general public is 
concerned, as little or no attention 
was paid to them. The race for pub- 

lic service commissioner, between Wal- . 
R. McDonald, of Augusta, and 
Felix Boswell, of Greensboro. attract- 
ed some interest. J. H. Peeples, of 
(anon, a third candidate for this 
place, was not permitted to run in 
the primary. He recently issued a 
statement to the effect that he would 
not support the democratic national 
ticket headed by Governor Al Smith 
and the state democratic executive 
committee, through a sub-committee, 
promptly removed his name from the 
ticket. The instruction to remove the 
name of Peeples from the ballot was 
sent out to the county committees 
after copies of the official ballot had 
been printed. In some cases the name 
of Peeples still remained on the ballot. 
In Fniton county several of the pre- 
cinct managers decided to allow the 
name to remain, hence some votes were 
east for Mr. Peeples. Information ob- 
tained from the state committee, how- 
ever, was to the effect that these 
votes would not be counted.
